SCHEDULE FOR 
NAIL CHANGED 

Several changes of importance, troth 
In incoming and outgoing mail, rave 
been ordered by the chief clerk of the 
railway mail service and communicated 
to Postmaster Dickson. By the new 
arrangement no mail will be received 
in Sierra Madre in the morning till 10 
o'clock, but the afternoon and evening 
mails will ire distributed half an hour 
earlier. Outgoing mails leave later 
in the morning and earlier in the aft¬ 
ernoon than heretofore. 

Instead of mail front I.OS Angeles 
and Pasadena being received at !t 
o’clock in the morning, as heretofore, 
it will now Ire received at 10 o'clock, 
together with eastern mail. The 
change is made necessary, it is ex¬ 
plained, try a rearrangement of the 
clerks in the railway mail service on 
Santa Fe trains. Just how business 
men and others will relish waiting till 
10 o'clock for their first mail remains 
to he seen. But it seems likely to 
prove an unpopular arrangement. It 
will Ire especially inconvenient for 
people who wish to get their mail be¬ 
fore leaving for Dos Angeles. They 
will not ire able to reach the city ire- 
fore 11 o'clock. 

Mail will Ire received from the e.ast 
at 3 o'clock. This will include eastern 
mail anti also some mail which wilt Ire 
sent around the “Kite'' from I s is An¬ 
geles try way of Orange and Riverside. 
Mail from both directions will ire dis¬ 
tributed at 5:30, a half hour earlier 
than before. This will likely prove a 
popular change. 

It will not be necessary to arise so 
early In the morning to get mail off 
on the first mail, as that pouch will 
now close at K:4o instead of 7:4a, tak¬ 
ing mail in lmth directions. At 11:30 
the second mall closes for I.os Angeles. 
Tills will carry local mail and also 
mail for eastern points, which will get 
away quicker than by waiting here 
for the evening trains. 

Mail going In both directions will 
close at 4: la in the afternoon, the last 
outgoing mall of the day. While the 
mur is rather early for the last mail, 
most people will probably be able to 
arrange their business to j»»pt the re¬ 
quirements more easily than to suit 
the late incoming mail in the morning 
which is tlie principal .fault of the new 
schedule.
